AMMAN (J.T.) — A conference of Arab 
states hosting Palestinian refugees ended in 
Amman Sunday with a call on all Arab cou- 
ntries to define a common position towards 
the United States and its interests in the Arab 
area, and for setting up a fond to offer aid to 
institutions in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories. 


A final communique, read out 
at a press conference here at the 
conclusion of meetings that lasted 
five days, said that the delegates 
discussed U.S. stands vis-a-vis the 
Palestine problem, and found 
them to be “the source of all dan- 
gers that threaten the Arab 
cause." The communique said the 
conference also reviewed the 
U.S.'Israeli strategic alliance and 
its consequence and impact on 
Arab states. 

The conference recommended 
that Arab states work out a for- 
mula for Arab and international 
cooperation with the purpose of 
establishing an international fund 
that would support economic and 
social institutions in the occupied 
Arab lands “because they face 
total collapse under Israeli rule!” 

Pakistan 


accuses 
Afghanistan 
of border 
attacks 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — Eighteen 
people were killed m a one-hour 
artillery barrage on Pakistani ter- 
ritory by the Afghan armed forces 
Saturday, raising the death toll in a 
series of alleged border violations 
during the past week to 33, Pak- 
istan charged Sunday. 

The Pakistan government ini- 
tially reported two dead and four 
injured in Saturday’s attack at 
Ten MangaL near the border town 
of Parachinar, in North-West 
Frontier Province bordering Afg- 
hanistan. 

The Foreign Ministry then on 
Sunday said netf reports from the 
area revealed 16 more casualties, 
in addition to 11 wounded. Most 
of the victims were identified as 
Afghan refugees. 

It was the fourth border vio- 
lation in the area during the past 
week, following two separate 
bombing instances in which 15 civ- 
ilians were- reported kiOed. 

While Afghan artillery units 
reportedly were shelling Pa kis t an i 


territory Saturday, Pakistan aut- 
horities said an Afghan warplane 
penetrated its airspace- and dro- 
pped several bombs before tur- 
ning back. The aerial attack cau- 
sed no casualties, they said. 

The Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman here Sunday said the Afg- 
han embassy’s charge d’affaires 
was summoned for the fourth time 
this week to be handed a protest 
letter informing his government of 
Pakistan's concern over con- 
tinuing loss of life.. 

The Afghan diplomat, Sharif 
Folad. was asked to convey Pak- 
istan’s concern to his government 
in Kabul and told him the country 
takes a “serious view of such ins- 
tances." 

He was told Pakistan could not 
be held “responsible for the con- 
sequences” if such attacks con- 
tinued. Pakistan's permanent rep- 
resentative to the United Nations 
has also been instructed to cir- 
culate details of the latest inc- 
ursions among U.N. members, the 
Foreign Ministry said. 

The border violations, which 
comprise the most serious out- 
break since one in January that 
killed 45 p-rsons. occurred just 
one week before a new round of 
talk s in Geneva aimed at finding a 
political solution . to . the Afg- 
hanistan problem. 


The communique, read out by 
F _t Al Masri, the Palestinian 
delegate to the conference, said 
that the meetings discussed ail top- 
ics on the agenda, particularly a 
report by the Arab League Gen- 
eral Secretariat that deals with the 
developments in the Palestinian 
problem and the dangers which 
the Arab Nation now faces in rel- 
ation to the issue. 

It appealed to Arab states to 
transcend their differences and 
work together for confronting 
these dangers and safe guard the 
destiny of the Arab Nation. 

The communique said that the 
abrogation of the Israeli- 
Lebanese May 17 agreement was 
a “big gain for the Arab Nation 
which strives to cancel all other 
simOar unilateral agreements." 

The conference called on Arab 
states to study and' deal with the 
effects of a possible retreat in the 
support of the European Com- 
munity for the Arab-Palestinian 
cause and urged all Arab states to 
extend help to the national Leb- 
anese resistance .movement fig- 
hting the Israeli occupation forces 
in southern Lebanon. 

The communique urged all 
Arab states to open offices for the 
boycott of Israeli goods and to 
abide by the boycott regulations. 

The communique said that the 
conference discussed the current 
situation in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories under Israeli rule and the 
dangei* threatening tin; holy pla- 
ces there as well as the Israeli rep- 
ressive measures directed against 
the Palestinian refugee camps and 
the Israeli colonial policy. The 
conference adopted proper rec- 


ommendations to deal with.them, 
tile communique said. 

Relations with UNRWA 

Another subject taken up by the 
delegates was the host countries' 
relations with the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) for Palestine refugees. 

The conference reviewed the 
annual report of UNRWA's 
commissioner general which will 
be submitted to the forthcoming 
session of the U.N. General Ass- 
embly. 

The conference prepared a rep- 
ort containing remarks on the 
report which would be sent to the 
commissioner general during a 
meeting of the UNRWA's adv- 
isory council in Vienna on Aug. 
30. The conference discussed 
UNRWA’s services to the ref- 
ugees in southern Lebanon and 
other Arab states hosting the ref- 
ugees in addition to the condition 
of Palestinian refugees at 'Ain Al 
Hilweh camp in southern Leb- 
anon and Canada camp in Rafah. 
The conference adopted rec- 
ommendations relating to them, 
the statement said. 

The delegates also discussed the 
Vatican's stand toward Jerusalem 
and voiced their appreciation and 
satisfaction for the Vatican's pol-. 
icy which does not recognise Israel 
and- refuses to consider Jerusalem 
as the Jewish state's capital. 

At the outset of the press con- 
ference, Minister of Occupied 
Territories Affairs Shawkat 
Mahmoud made a speech praising 
the brotherly atmosphere which 
prevailed in the conference and 
which, he said, contributed to its 
success.

CAIRO (Agencies) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak received 
on Sunday a message from His 
Majesty King Hussein concerning 
international issues and bilateral 
relations.

Court Adnan Abu Odeh, during a 
two-hour meeting with Mubarak.

Jordan and 16 other Arab states 
severed diplomatic ties with Egypt 
following its 1979 separate peace 
treaty with Israel.

Mr. Abn Odeh described Jor- 
dan's relations with Egypt as 
“normal, larking only ceremonial 
shape.” Most Arab countries have 
said they prefer that restoration of 
diplomatic relations be in a col- 
lective move through the Arab 
League rather than on individual 
basis.

Israel rejects Jordan’s call for 
international conference on Mideast 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Israel's car- 
etaker government Sunday rep- 
eated its opposition to an int- 
ernational conference on the 
Middle East, claiming it would 
serve as a forum for extremists, 
Reuters reported. 

Reuters quoted Yosef Burg, 
chief Israeli negotiator to talks on 
Palestinian “autonomy”, said 
King Hussein, who endorsed the 
conference in an American tel- 
evision interview, wanted to inv- 
olve the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) and the Soviet 
Union in the talks. 

“Extremists are the ones who 
set the tone of such international 
conferences.” another Israeli off- 
icial, quoted by Reuters, con- 
tended. 

The United States has also rej- 
ected the proposal for an int- 


ernational conference while Bri- 
tain has cautiously welcomed it. 

The Associated Press quoted 
Israeli acting Cabinet Secretary 
Michael Nir as saying Sunday: 
“The Camp David agreements 
provides the best framework for 
future talks." 

“The solution to the conflict 
must be based on direct neg- 
otiations between Israel and Jor- 
dan," he said, answering questions 
after a meeting of Mr. Shamir's 
cabinet. 

King Hussein was quoted in an 
interview with the Cable News 
Network broadcast Saturday as 
proposing a peace conference to 
include the five members of the 
U.N. Security Council and Pal- 
estinian representatives. 

But Israeli justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim questioned Jor- 


dan’s sincerity in repeating a pro- 
posal that the Soviet Union, as a 
member of the U.N. Security 
Council, help mediate Middle 
East peace talks. 

“Everyone knows that Soviet 
participation in Mideast peace 
negotiations — when the Soviet 
Union has no diplomatic ties with 
Israel and is hostile to Israel — is 
not relevant," he said. 

Israel rejected similar proposals 
from Moscow last month and from 
U.N. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar in June. 

A senior government official 
quoted by the AP said Israel also 
objected to Jordan's requirement 
for peace talks that Israel concede 
the all territories it occupied dur- 
ing the 1 967 war. 

“This is out of the question," 
said the official. 


Labour to seek coalition without 
Likud if talks remain stalled today 


TEL AVIV (R) — Labour Party 
leaders were quoted Sunday by 
Israel's media as' saying they 
would try afresh to form a gov- 
ernment without the right-wing 
Likud Party if talks aimed at a 
national unity coalition'’ made 
no progress by Monday. 

Four weeks after a general ele- 
ction gave neither party a dear 
parliame ntary majority. Labour 
and Likud delegations met again 
Sunday to try to settle differences 
over Jewish settlements in occ- 
upied Arab territory. 

The settlement programme is 
supported by Likud and opposed 
by Labour. 

In the July 23 election. Labour 
won 44 of parliament’s 120 seats 
and Likud 41.. President .Chaim 
Herzog appointed Labour leader 
Shimon Peres prime minister- 


designate and urged him to try to 
form a unity government with 
Likud. 

The alternative is for him to try 
to work out a narrow coalition 
with, some of the 13 other parties 
which won a total of 35 seats. 

Mr. Peres is likely to have the 
support of five centre and left- 
wing parties, giving him a total of 
55 seats. 

Such a minority coalition would 
need the tacit backing of the 
four-member Arab Communist 
Party and the two members of the 
Progressive List for Peace. 

Labour strategists hope the Nat- 
ional Religious Party, with four, 
seats, and the ultra-orthodox 
Agudat Israel Party, with two, 
might support a Labour-led coa- 
lition, giving it a narrow majority. 

Tension between Likud and 


Labour has worsened since a row 
earlier this month between the 
Labour-dominated Histadrut 
workers' federation and outgoing 
Likud Finance Minister Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad over taxes and 
wages. 

Histadrut official Israel Kessar 
threatened union unrest after Mr. 
Cohen-Orgad refused to follow 
the practice of raising tax thr- 
esholds so that workers’ cost- 
of-living compensation was not 
eroded by taxes. 

Mr. Cohen-Orgad said the gov- 
ernment needed to increase its 
income and he decided not to raise 
the threshold after Histadrut ref-

Universities secure 
JD 8m local credit 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A consortium 
of local banks will grant the Uni- 
versity of Jordan and Yarmouk 
University JD 4 million each to 
help the universities carry out 
expansion projects, according to 
an agreement signed in Amman 
Sunday. 

The University of Jordan is 
expected to use the loan to help 
finance the expansion of the uni- 
versity’s hospital, a project exp- 
ected to cost JD 8 million. Yar- 
mouk University will use the loan 
to partly finance the establishment 
of an engineering faculty which is 
estimated to cost JD 34 million. 

In a speech after the signing 
ceremony. Abdul Majeed Shu- 
man, chairman of the board of dir- 
ectors of the Arab Bank which 
leads the consortium, said that 
Jordanian banks give priority in 
granting loans to development 
and economic projects. The Arab 
Bank, be said, has giver) long-term 
loans to the Jordan Phosphate 
Mines Company, the Arab Potash 
Company and the Jordan Cement 
Industries Company among other 
leading companies in Jordan to 
enable them cany out their pro- 
jects. Mr. Shuman said. 

In a reply speech Finance Min- 
ister Hanna Odeh voiced the gov- 
ernment's appreciation to the 
local banks for their contribution 
towards the country's dev- 
elopment nnd their participation 
in various development projects. 

The consortium includes, in 


addition to the Arab Bank, the 
Housing Bank, the Jordan Arab 
Investment Bank, the Jordan Nat- 
ional Bank, Grindlays Bank Ltd., 
Petra Bank, the Jordan-Kuwait 
Bank, the Jordan Investment and 
Finance Corporation, the Jordan 
Gulf Bank, Al Mashrek Bank, and 
the Arab Land Bank. 

Attending the signing ceremony 
were the finance minister, Mr. 
Shuman, the presidents of the two 
universities. Central Bank Gov- 
ernor Mohammad Sa'id Al Nab- 
ulsi and representatives of the 
banks in the consortium. 

University increases fees 

In another development, the 
University of Jordan announced 
that tuition fees at its various fac- 
ulties will be increased as of the 
coming academic year 1984/85. 

A university announcement 
said the fee for a credit hour in the 
Faculty of Nursing will become JD 
6, up from JD 3. for the facultiesof 
art, economy, education. Shari* a, 
law. and physical education and 
agriculture is raised to JD 10, up 
from JD 6; for engineering, tec- 
hnology and pharmacy fixed at JD 
15. up from JD 10 and for the 
faculties of medicine and dentistry 
JD 20, up from JD 12. 

No reason was given for the inc- 
reases which will affect only new 
students attending classes in the 
coming year. 


Rough weather slows 
Red Sea minehimting 


CAIRO (R) — Rough weather 
slowed operations by Egyptian, 
British and U.S. minehunters in 
the Gulf of Suez Sunday as two 
Soviet minesweepers sailed into 
the Red Sea. 

Military sources said British 
navy ships were searching the nor- 
thern end of the Gulf while U.S. 
Sea Stallion helicopters scanned 
the middle sector. 

The Egyptian navy, using 
Soviet-made minesweepers, is 
operating in the southern sector, 
and two French minehunters are 
conducting clearing operations off 
Saudi Arabia’s Red Sea coast. 

No mines have been found so 
far. 

The military sources said the 
search for explosives, which have 
hit 18 merchant ships in the Gulf 
of Suez and further south off the 
Yemeni coast, was slowed but not 
halted Sunday by “rough windy 
weather." 

The destination of the Soviet 
vessels, identified only as 


esweepers 413 and 912, was not 
immediately dear, but military 
sources said they were probably 
heading towards South Yemen 
where there is a Soviet naval base. 

Unconfirmed reports last week 
said a Soviet minesweeper was 
already operating in South Yem- 
eni waters at the mouth of the Red 
Sea. 

Egypt, meanwhile, has called 
for joint Arab action to protect 
navigation in the Red Sea. 

Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Maguid was quoted by the semi- 
official daily newspaper Al Ahram 
as saying Egypt was in contact 
with several Arab countries to 
work out a joint plan for the pro- 
tection of the Red Sea. 

The commander of the U.S. 
naval team, Alvin Newman, told 
American reporters his team had 
found 12 mine-like objects — 
such as coral and bits of junk on 
the sea floor — but no actual 


min- mines. 


Algiers 
talks focus 
on PNC 
session, 
Aden pact

AMMAN — Leaders of six Pal- 
estinian factions held what was 
described as an important six- 
hour meeting in Algiers which 
ended in the early hours of Sunday 
and a senior Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) said the talks 
focused on the paramount imp- 
ortance of calling the Palestine 
National Council (PNC) into ses- 
sion as soon as possible. 

Yaser Abd Rabbo. head of the 
PLO Executive Committee’s inf- 
ormation department, also said 
that the meeting of the leaders of 
Fateh, the mainstream commando 
movement within the PLO. and a 
“democratic alliance" also rev- 
iewed a political and org- 
anisational agreement reached 
between Fateh and the alliance in 
Aden last June and ratified in Alg- 
iers in July. 

Mr. Abd Rabbo said that the 
PLO welcomes moves aimed at 
achieving reconciliation among 
PLO factions, especially efforts 
coming from South Yemen. Alg- 
eria and the Soviet Union so that 
the organisation will be able to so 
settle outstanding problems and 
safeguard its unity and hs various 
institutions. 

The Algiers meeting was atte- ' 
nded by representatives of Fateh 
and the “ democratic -alliance" 
which group the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pal- 
estine (DFLP), the Popular Front 
for the the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP), the Palestinian Com- 
munist Party (PCP) and the Pal- 
estine Liberation Front (PLF), 
and the Arab Liberation Front 
(ALF). 

A “national alliance." which 
includes dissidents in Fateh, the 
pro-Syrian Saiqa, PFLP-General 
Command led by Ahmad Jibril 
and the Popular Struggle Front, 
did nol attend the meeting. The 
“national alliance," which dem- 
ands the resignation of PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, has veh- 
emently rejected the Fateh- 
“ democratic alliance" agreement. 

Mr. Abd Rabbo said Sunday the 
meeting also stressed the imp- 
ortance of urgent moves to imp- 
lement the agreement and cri- 
ticised the “national alliance" for 
hs reject] onis stand. 

*‘It is indeed a pity to see the 
members of the 'national all- 
iance' still adopting a negative att- 
itude and refuse all proposals for 
reaching positive solutions and 
continue to adopt a divisionist att- 
itude that by no means can serve 
the cause of national unity, a cen- 
tral .issue for Palestinians in the 
present stage," Mr. Abd Rabbo 
said in a telephone interview with 
the Jordan Times. 

Therefore, he added, “those 
that lag behind the march for nat- 
ional unity are bound to face total 
isolation from the Palestinian 
people and would be drifting away 
from the allies of the Palestinian 
people m the Arab region and the 
world at large.”

TEHRAN — Iran has not sold oil 
for about two weeks and its exp- 
orts may fall by nearly a half this 
month to around one million bar- 
rels daily, oil company sources 
said in Tehran Sunday. 

While the amount of oil exp- 
orted is difficult to judge, the sou- 
rces estimated the amount at aro- 
und 1.8 or 1.9 million barrels per 
day (bpd) last month. 

They were unable to explain 
why Iran, which depends on oil 
revenues to finance its 47- 
mont-old war with Iraq, had hal- 
ted sales this month. 

One source suggested it was a 
political decision possibly linked 
with last week’s parliamentary 
debate on a vote of confidence in 
the government** 

The sources said the int- 
erruption in sales came j ust before 


the debate in which five of the 20 
cabinet ministers were dismissed 
(See related story on page 2). 

OP Minister Mohammad Gha- 
razi survived with a large majority 
after mounting a spirited defence 
against allegations of financial 
mismanagement. 

The sources said Mr. Gharazf s 
majority should not be seen nec- 
essarily as endorsing the gov- 
ernment’s policy of discounting 
the price of its oil. 

Iran is at present talking of dis- 
counts of about SI a 'barrel for 
light crude and 60-70 cents for 
heavy which the sources said was 
top low to attract buyers. 

Recently it offered discounts 
almost three times as much, esp- 
ecially when Iraqi attacks made 
shippers wary of running the risk 
of sailing up the Gulf. 

Some sources said Iran may be 
waiting for an upturn in the spot 


market before resuming sales, alt- 
hough the attention focussed at 
present on Iranian exports could 
make this itself reason for another 
dip in prices. One source sug- 
gested a resumption may come 
about in 10 days or so. 

Meanwhile, only a few tankers, 
mainly Syrian and Turkish, were 
loading oil at the main Kharg isl- 
and oil terminal in the northern 
Gulf, the sources said. 

Diplomats said Iran, which rel- 
ies almost entirely on oil exports 
for foreign exchange, appeared' 
heading for a shortfall of about S3 
billion from its target of about $20 
billion for the present financial 
year beginning last March. 

Mr. Gbarazi said Iran earned 
$21.5 billion last year compared 
with a target of $23 billion. 

Diplomats said they put the fig- 
ure at a little less than $19 billion 
in foreign exchange.

Britain to supply two 
ships to Iranian Navy 


LONDON (AP) — Britain will supply the Iranian 
Wavy with two unarmed naval support ships that are 
part of a 1977 order agreed with the late Shah of 
Hran. the Foreign Office said Sunday. 


The 2.500-tort ships, par- 
ticularly suited for disaster and 
earthquake relief, would not have 
a role to play in the four-year-old 
Iran- Iraq war. a Foreign Office 
spokesman said. 

"Our policy in terms of neu- 
trality 1 (in the war) remains." said 
the spokesman. 

“This represents no more than 
partial settlement of contracts 
which were outstanding. The ships 
are unarmed support vessels and 
would not have a role to play in the 
conflict. They have no relevance 
to fighting on land or to attacks on 
ships in the area." the spokesman 
said. 

The Sunday Times reported 
that the £120 million (then about 
S24U million) order for six of the 
2.500-ton ships was cancelled by 
the Revolutionary Islamic Rep- 
ublic that replaced Shah Moh- 
ammad Roza Pahlavi. 

Ayatollah Khomeini's gov- 
ernment later reopened talks on 
the resumption of British arms 
sales to Iran. 

Two of the ships were delivered 
before the Shah was deposed, the 
London weekly said. 

it said two more of the vessels 


are to be handed over at the end of 
the summer. As both are una- 
rmed. the sale will not contravene 
the Conservative government’ s 
arms embargo on Iran, it said. 

The ships are fitted with surgery 
facilities, intensive-care units and 
helicopter landing pads, and are 
described as “hospital ships des- 
igned for disaster relief," the 
paper said. 

It said the government has rec- 
eived assurances from Iran that 
the ships will not be used for mil- 
itary purposes. 

Swiss planes to Iran 

In Bern. Switzerland, a new- 
spaper report that Swiss army pil- 
ots helped fly several "Pilatus" 
aircraft to Iran has fueled a con- 
troversy over the light trainer 
plane built by Switzerland's big- 
gest arms making concern. 

The independent Fribourg new- 
spaper" La Liberte” said Saturday 
the planes were transferred sev- 
eral days ago under an export con- 
tract between the Swiss man- 
ufacturers and Iranian authorities. 
It said the planes were flown ro 
Iran via Milan and Turkey.

Saudis plan to expand arms production 


RIYADH (R) — Saudi Arabia 
plans to expand its own arras pro- 
ductions and is investigating the 
co-production of spare parts, acc- 
ording to the minister of Defence 
and Aviation Prince Sultan Ibn 
Abdulaziz. 

Prince Sultan told the King 
K haled Milicary College magazine 
that Saudi Arabia's military ind- 
ustry. which started 30 years ago, 
had already achieved self- 
sufficiency in some areas, such as 
personal and light arms. 

In an interview ahead of Mon- 
day's scheduled opening of a new 
naval base at Jeddah. he said there 
are plans to boost production and 
■u manufacture new types of wea- 
pons. The kingdom was also inv- 
estigating the co-production of 
spare parts, especially in the field 
T electronics. 


“The kingdom welcomes any 
constructive cooperation in our 
mutual interest, whether with 
Arab sister countries or friendly 
industrialised countries." he was 
quoted as saying. 

He gave no further details but 
said the scope of each cooperative 
venture would be decided upon its 
merits. 

In a reference to Israeli pressure 
on Western countries not to sell 
sophisticated arms to Saudi Ara- 
bia. Prince Sultan said: “We emp- 
hasise that whoever yields to Zio- 
nist pressures is the real loser, for 
arms exports are a vital source of 
income in the industrialised cou- 
ntries. 

“The kingdom is a top arms 
importer and is capable of paying 
in cash for what it imports. Arms 
exporters are showing us almost 


daily their new products so we 
have a wide-open choice to supply 
out armed forces.” 

Prince Sultan said Saudi Arabia 
would build up its navy until it had 
two modem fleets, one working in 
the Gulf from tbe King Abdulaziz 
Naval Base in Jubail and the other 
in the Red Sea from the King Fai- 
sal Naval Base in Jeddah, which is 
to be officially inaugurated Mon- 
day. 

He said the decision to build up 
the navy had been made long bef- 
ore the start of the Gulf war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq. 

“What I want to emphasise is 
that the development of our- 
anned forces is not a reaction to a 
particular event or a sudden pre- 
ssure or threat, but stems from an 
independent will based on obj- 
ective studies " he said.

Lebanese Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) militias have stopped 
traffic from reaching the main bri- 
dge across the Awali River dem- 
arcation line north of Sidon for the 
last two months. 

An Israeli official, who asked 
not to be identified, rejected acc- 
usations by Lebanese Prime Min- 
ister Rashid Kararai of “inh- 
umane repression” by Israel in the 
South. 

Mr. Karami said Saturday his 
government planned to complain 
to the United Nations Security 


Council over Israeli restrictions in 
the South. He accused the United 
States of doing nothing to curb 
Israeli actions. 

“We don’t accept the remarks

OIC chief 
to visit 
Iran, Iraq 

KUWAIT (R) — An Islamic 
peace mission will resume talks 
soon with Iran and Iraq in a bid to 
end their 47-month-old war, Pak- 
istan's foreign minister was quo- 
ted Sunday as saying here. 

Mr. Sahabzada Yaqub Khan 
was quoted by the Arabic daily A1 
Rai AJ A am as saying in an int- 
erview that the President of Gam- 
bia. Sir Dawda Jawara. would visit 
both countries in his capacity as 
chairman of the seven-nation 
“Good Offices" Committee of the 
Jeddah-based Organisation of Isl- 
amic Conference (OIC). 

“The chairman of the com- 
mittee will shortly visit both con- 
flicting parties in an attempt to 
end the conflict he was quoted 
as saying. 

The Islamic peace movement 
announced a month ago it would 
mount a fresh, effort to end the war 
through mediation. 

A number of earlier peace 
moves by Islamic representatives 
failed as Iran accused the group of 
bias in favour of Iraq. 

The Pakistani minister left 
Kuwait Sunday for Qatar after a 
two-day visit in which he held 
talks with government officials on 
QIC plans to try restore peace to 
the Gulf. 

He had earlier visited Saudi 
Arabia on the first leg of a three 
nation Gulf lour. 

An Indian envoy, meanwhile, 
arrived Sunday in Baghdad from 
Kuwait and met Iraq’s Deputy 
Prime Minister and Foreign Min- 
ister Tareq Aziz amid reports of 
renewed efforts by the Non- 
Aligned Movement to end the 
Gulf war. 

Diplomatic sources said Indian 
External Affairs Ministry Sec- 
retary Rotnesh Bhandari was car- 
rying a message for President 
Saddam Hussein from Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi. 

The sources said Mr. Bhandari 
and Mr. Aziz discussed the sit- 
uation in the Gulf region and eff- 
orts by the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement to end the war. 

The Indian official is expected 
to leave Monday evening after 
meeting President Hussein.

Mubarak advises new 
envoy to Moscow 


CAIRO (AP) — President Hosal 
Mubarak met Sunday with Sal ah 
Bassiouni, Egypt’s new amb- 
assador to the Soviet Union, who 
is scheduled to depart for Moscow 
to take up his post next Thursday, 
the Middle East News Agency 
said. . 

Following the meeting, Mr. 
Bassiouni told reporters that the 
president had given him ins- 
tructions on the importance of 
having a “normal friendly rel- 
ationship” with the Soviet Union 
as part of Egypt's non-aligned pol- 
icy. 

“Having a normal relationship . 
with the Soviet Union comes in 
the framework of Egypt’s policy 
concerning its relations with other 
countries in tbe world and in the 
framework of Egypt’s respect of 
mutual relations with other cou- 
ntries." Mr. Bassiouni said, acc- 
ording to the agency. 

During the sixties, the Soviet 
Union was Egypt 5 s principal anus 
Supplier, but relations between 
the two countries soured in. the 
early seventies when Moscow ref- 
used to provide requested arms by 
the Cairo government. 

In 1972, late President Anwar 
Sadat expelled 1 7,000 Soviet adv- 
isers and began steering Egypt 
toward the United States. Mr. 
Sadat withdrew his ambassador in 
Moscow in 1978 following Soviet 
criticism of his peace overtures 
with IsraeL He expelled the Soviet 
ambassador in 1981 on charges of 
fomenting sectarian strife. Rel- 
ations have since, be at charge 
d’affaires level. 


Mr. Mubarak has been pre- 
dicting an exchange of amb- 
assadors since he became pre- 
sident in 1981. Egypt’s policy is 
that it's “special relationship" 
with the United States which pro- 
vides it with military and eco- 
nomic aid should not affect rel- 
ations with other countries. 

It is unknown when the Soviet 
ambassador will take up his post in 
Cairo. 

Protocol signed 

The agency later said that a pro- 
tocol for cooperation in the field 
of electricity was signed Sunday 
under which the Spvaet UnjoR-will 
provide 3,700.000 Egyptian pou- 
nds ($4,440,000) worth of equ- 
ipment to provide electricity for 
the Egyptian countryside. 

After the protocol was signed. 
Electricity Minister Maher Abaza 
said it was “an example of tbe fru- 
itful cooperation between the two 
countries.” 

The agency said this soft loan 
was pan of an agreement signed in 
1971 under which the Soviet 
Union pledged 23.500,000 Egy- 
ptian pounds ($28,200,000) to 
help Egypt introduce electricity in 
the countryside. 

Also Sunday, Mr. Mubarak met 
with Al Shafei Abdul Hamid, 
Egypt’s newly appointed amb- 
assador to West Germany who 
win take up his post next month. 

Mr. Abdul Hamid, one of the 
foreign minister’s senior ass- 
istants, met with Mr. Mubarak for 
45 minutes, he is scheduled to 
leave Cairo on Sept. 2.

Chicago Footwarmers Dixieland jazz-style 
sets feet tapping at Third Jerash Festival

Apodal to the Jordan Time* • — 

\MMAN — One of the main att- 
-actions f or Amman’s many jazz 
ifficionados at this year's Jerash 
xstival has to be the American 
- azz sextet “The Chicago Foo- 
wanners". 

The band's lively footapping 
nose cangbt the attention of the 
opening night crowds as they 
>wung jauntily past at the ina- 
-igurarkm while their first night 
Derformauce won warm app- 
reciation from a small but keen 
and attentive audience. 

The Footwarmers own par- 
ticular branch of jazz is the 
Chicago-styie Dixieland jazz. The 
group draws its inspiration from, 
the pioneer musicians and orc- 
hestras of the Jazz Era (1917- 
1935) such as the New Orelans 
Rhythm Kings, King Oliver's 
Creole jazz Band, Louis Arm- 
strong’s Hot Five and Hot Seven, 
Jelly- Roll Morton's Red Hot 
Peppers, Bbc Beiderbecke and the 
*»»*Ausan High Gang. 

, i A typical programme of the 
f ' Footwarmers, something which is 
usually spontaneous and entirely 
unplanned will include such fav- 
ourites as “The Basin Street 
Blues” and “Burbon Street Par- 
ade” as well as jazz classics like 
Nel StitzeFs “The Chant" which 
was recorded back in 1 926 by Jelly 
Roll Morton's Red Hot Peppers, 
George Brume’ s "Tin Roof 
Blues" and King Oliver's “Dr. 
Iaz4". The Footwarmers usually 
: l°se the show with a rousing old 
a °fflp tune like “That’s Aplenty.” 
"The Footwarmers are inf- 
luenced by a large variety of 
nusic” the Footwarmers leader, 
Mike Walbridge explained, “and 
'-here are so many different styles 
rf jazz that we try not to limit our- 
telves. If a tune lends itself to our 
>iyle r we’ll play it. Here in Jordan 
•• however, we are sticking to a cla- 
®c jazz format with an emphasis 
» Chicago jazz.” 

Chicago played a very imp- 
lant pan in the history of Ame- 
■*an jazz, it was one of the centres 


where bands like Louis Arm- 
. strong’s band and the Dodds Bro-. 
there came to'after feaViog NeW" 
Orleans to find work back in the 
“ Golden Era of Jazz” . 

Golden Era 

“ In the 1920’s and 193(Fs, The 
Golden Era, jazz was like Rock 
music is today, it made sense, it 
was logical, relevant and happy, 
and one of the reasons we play 
jazz from this era is because we 
want our audiences to have fun 
and join in clapping and tapping,” 
said Walbridge. 

Walbridge formed the Foo- 
twarmers back in 1961 and over 
the years since its creation it has 
undergone many changes. The 
Footwarmers being anything form 
a trio to tbe 10 piece dance band it 
is today. 

Only six of the present group 
have come on this tour, their first 
ever out of the United States, and 
all are greatly enjoying the exp- 
erience and are enthusiastic about 
Jordan. 

Playing trumpet with the Foo- 
twarmers is 36 year old Steve Jen- 
sen who, since graduating in music 
from the University of Illinois, has 
played with numerous bands all 
over the States. As well as being a 
member of the Footwarmers, Jen- 
sen leads one of tbe finest Big 
Band Jazz bands in the Chicago 
area and according to Walbridge, 
one of the finest in the entire cou- 
ntry, called the “Jazz Members 
Big Band.” 

Another graduate from the 
University of Illinois is Ron 
Dewar who plays clarinet, tenor 
and soprano saxes with the band. 
Dewar toured and featured as a 
soloist with the University of III-' 
inois jazz band while still at col- 
lege, later on working with such 
people as Louis Belsoo, Gerry 
Mulligan and Sarah Vaughn. Also 
like Jensen, Dewar is a founder- 
leader of another jazz band, die 
“Memphis Night Hawks’’, with 
whom he has recorded. 

On the trombone is the dapper

60 year old Harry Graves whose 
playing is much respected and 
admired throughout the United 
States. Graves has worked with 
many jazz greats Including Bobby 
Hacket and Wild Bill DavidsOn. 
On weekends Graves leads bis 
own group, “the Speakeasy Jazz 
Band.” 

The youngest member of tbe 
group is 32 year old Brian Naylor 
who plays the banjo and guitar. 

- Naylor has been playing since his 
teens and has worked with tbe 
Red Garter Band and Ted But- 
terman’s Rhythm Aces. 

On percussion is Greg Sergo, 
who is noted as being one of the 

- more versatile drummers in the 
Chicago area having worked with 
such names as Woody Herman, 
Peggy Lee, MOt Jackson and 
Teddy Wilson. 

W Abridge, who plays the tuba, 
became interested in jazz from an 
early age fry listening to his fat- 
her's great collection of pioneer 
jazz music. It was not until Wal- 
bridge attended high school that 
he took up an instrument, first the 
trumpet and then the tuba which 
he played throughout high school 
and college with many different 
bands. 


“When I was really getting into 
the music I had the opportunity 
and the good fortune to see some 
marvellous jazz musicians, like 
Fraz Jackson’s All Stars, a band of 
veteran players who had worked 
in the heyday of jazz, and George 
Brunie, a trombone player with 
the New Orleans Rhythm Kings, 
who really influenced me.” 

“I then went on to work with Lil 
Hardin Armstrong, the second 
wife of Louis Armstrong, who in 
my opinion was the greatest jazz 
musician who ever lived. One of 
my most memorable musical exp- 
eriences however was working 
with Turk Murpby,” said Wal- 
bridge. Walbridge has also played 
with the original Salty Dogs Jazz 
Group for the past 24 years. 

This exceptional group of jazz 
professionals can be seen and 
heard for the last time at the Jer- 
ash Festival on Tuesday, August 
21 . The performance, which starts 
at 9:30 pan., will be held on tbe 
Artemis Steps.

Jordanian pilgrims leave 
for S. Arabia holy places 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The first group of Jordanian 
Muslim Pilgrims, estimated at 1,000, left for the holy 
places in Saudi Arabia Sunday. A special ceremony, 
held at Umm Al Hiran on the southern outskirts of 
Amman to bid them farewell, was attended by Dep- 
uty Prime Minister and Interior Minister Suleiman 
Arar who deputised for the prime minister. It was 
also attended by Minister of Awqaf and Islamic Aff- 
airs Abed Khalaf Daoudieh, his undersecretary. Dr. 
Abdul Salam AI Abbadi, and other officials. 


In an address to the pilgrims. 
Mr. Arar wished them a good trip 
and reminded them of their duties. 
He also spoke about the Al Aqsa 
Mosque in Jerusalem which he 
said pilgrims cannot reach in view 
of (he Israeli occupation. Muslims 
have to remember that their pra- 
yers. fasting and pilgrimage would 
not be complete without the lib- 
eration of the Al Aqsa Mosque. 
Mr. Arar said. 

Minister of Awqaf Abed Kha- 
laf Daoudieh made a speech voi- 
cing appreciation to the gov- 
ernment for providing care to the 
pilgrims and facilitating their trip 
to Mecca. He also paid tribute to 
the Health Ministry for sending a 
medical team to look after the pil- 
grims during their travels. 

Also speaking on the occasion 
was Dr. Abbadi who praised King 
Hussein’s concern for the welfare 
of the pilgrims and the facilities 
offered to them to perform the 
pilgrimage. 

Ministers of public works, hea- 


lth. culture and youth and other 
officials as well as a representative 
of the Saudi Arabian embassy att- 
ended the ceremony. 

The first group of pilgrims left in 


small cars and buses and others 
will be following in tbe coming 
days, according to Dr. Abbadi. He 
told the Jordan Times that the 
total number of pilgrims leaving 
for Mecca through Jordanian ter- 
ritory this year is estimated at 
1 3,500 which includes those com- 
ing from the West Bank, the Gaza 
Strip and the Arab inhabitants liv- 
ing in occupied Palestine since 
1948. 

At least 2,080 pilgrims from 
Palestinian territory occupied 
since 1948 will make the pil- 
grimage, and they will be arriving 
here in two groups across the 
River Jordan, the first group arr- 
iving Monday. Dr. Abbadi said.

CSCC announces increase in profits 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Civil Ser- 
vice Consumer Corporation 
(CSCC) made a net profit of JD 
1 .25 million in 1 983 and a total of 
JD 2.7 million between 1977, the 
year in which it was established, 
and 1982. according to the 
CSCCs final report and accounts 
released recently. The report said 
that the CSCCs capital at the end 
of December 1 983 stood at JD 5.6 
million. 

The figures included in the rep- 


ort indicate that 45 per cent of the 
expenses went for administrative 
matters and 55 per cent were for 
marketing and the total exp- 
enditure last year amounted to JD 
949,334 while in 1982 exp- 
enditure was JD 836,261. 

The total sales in 1 982 and 1 983 
increased by 37 per cent over sales 
in the previous four years and the 
margin of profit increased last 
year over that of 1982 by 82 per 


cent, the report said. 

The report showed that CSCCs 
stores contained inventory worth 
JD 1,305,864 by the end of 1983 
and that cash available to the cor- 
poration by the end of last year 
was JD 3,608,428 which means 
that tbe CSCC can have more fle- 
xibility to introduce new com- 
modities to its markets and this 
will be considered by the CSCC 
board, according to a corporation 
spokesman. 


Zarqa social centre provides creative 
pastimes, hobbies for the deaf, dumb

ZARQA — The Jordan Youth 
Organisation (JYO), which org- 
anises activities and programmes 
for youngsters in the country- ext- 
ended its services to the deaf and 
dumb people in Zarqa last year by 
establishing a recreation and soc- 
ial club in the city. 

Discussing the objectives of the 
club, supervisor Farouq Halasa 
said that it aims to encourage all 
deaf and dumb people to pursue

hobbies such as billiards, table 
tennis and chess. They can also 
take up football which they play at 
Amman Sports City, added Mr. 
Halasa. 

Mr. Halasa went on to say that 
the club is primarily a centre 
where these people can relax and 
enjoy their leisure time. He also 
said that the JYO has furnished 
the club with chairs, tables, desks 
and a buffet in addition to pro- 
viding the sports equipment. 

The club recently held elections 
to choose an administrative com- 
mittee and Mr. Halasa said that 
Mr. Ahmad Abdul Muhsin was 
elected Chairman, whilst Mr. Jala! 
Abdullah Abdul Rahim. Mr. 
Mahmoud Mohammad Hassan. 
Mr. Abdul Hafeth Khulaif. Mr. 
Maher Sami Ahmad. Mr. Ali 
Mahmoud and Mr. Sulaiman 
Ahmad Sulaiman were elected as 
members. 

Mr. Halasa said that mem- 
bership to the club is restricted to 
deaf and dumb people and added 
that there are now 60 members in 
the club. The club has an enr- 
ollment fee of JD 5 whilst the 
monthly subscription is only JD 1 
which makes it affordable for all 
deaf and dumb people. Mr. Halasa 
said. 

Mr. Halasa said that the club is 
basically the same as any other 
social centre in the country except 
that its members are deaf and 
dumb. There is a special sign lan- 
guage translator at the club. Mr. 
Halasa said, which helps the peo-

pie to communicate with visitors. 

According to Mr. Halasa. the 
deaf and dumb people of Zarqa 
used to spend their leisure time in 
the streets before the club was est- 
ablished which was not at all sat- 
isfactoiy.

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Arafat seeking Saudi role 


PALESTINE Liberation Organisation (PLO) Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat's visit to Saudi Arabia this week-end shonld-be 
different from his earlier, almost routine, visits to the kin- 
gdom. If it succeeds in producing desired results, the visit 
should prove to be a landmark in inter-Arab relations in the 
year 1984 as well. 

Arafat, some insiders in tbe PLO say, will be calling upon 
King Fahd to use his influence with Damascus to heal the rift in 
the PLO and consequently the PLO chair man ’s feud with 
President Assad. If willing and interested to help, Saudi Arabia 
could crown the success of Algeria and South Yemen in med- 
iating the inter-Palestinian and Syrian-Palestinian split. 

President Assad has reportedly lately agreed to a draft for- 
mula devised by rival Palestinian factions to reunite the PLO 
under Chairman Arafat. But the Syrian leader will not Mess it 
untfl Riyadh has blessed it too and even shown read i ness to 
fight hard for its implementation. Granted, South Yemen and 
Algeria are Syria's good friends. But other Arab heavyweights, 
particularly Saadi Arabia, have to be in the picture to make 
any deal worth the trouble, observers agree. 

A Palestinian and a Palestinian-Syrian reconciliation the- 
refore looks more possible now, although it hinges largely on 
whether or not the Saudi attitude is wholly receptive to it at this 
stage. It depends on what the parties involved stand to gain 
from it — in practical terms that is. 

In any event, tbe issue preoccupying oar minds at present 
goes beyond tactical political gams to strategies and long-term 
programmes of the Arab World as a whole. Needless to say, 
Saudi Arabia, the PLO and Syria are aware of this and they 
need to fashion their policies in accordance with, first and 
foremost, what serves Arab interests best. To be fair, the 
Saudis have always worked for Arab consensus and unified 
actions. Can or will they try their hand at this one?

Al Ra’i: Open message for peace 


IN AN interview with the U.S. CNN television network. King Hus- 
sein gave answers about important issues of concern to the int- 
ernational community. It was an open message to the world to act 
now and try to bring peace to the Middle East region that has been 
plagued by war and tension for so long. 

The message was also directed to the United States because it had 
helped to foil peace efforts in the region. The King reiterated the 
principles on which a just and lasting peace can be built although such 
principles are not respected, as he said, by the U.S. and Israel. He 
said that occupying other countries' land by force is an unacceptable 
practice to the international community, and yet it is being endorsed 
by the U.S. which gives full backing to Israel's practices in the 
occupied Arab territories. Peace, he said, cannot be achieved by 
terror and occupation and usurpation of other people's property, and 
cannot be established by changing the demographic, geographic and 
cultural characters of the occupied territory. 

The King also referred ro American interests in the Arab region by 
saying that the idea of many people that such interests are saf- 
eguarded should be well balanced against the rights of the Arabs in 
their holy places. The Islamic Nation cannot allow these places to be 
lost and usurped while at the same time allow U.S. interests in the 
Arab and Islamic World to remain intact. 


Al Dustour: Too many lost chances 


JORDAN’S CALL for the convening of an international conference 
on the Middle East could be another chance bound to be lost like 
many similar chances in the past. This could happen if the U.S. 
continues to overlook its international responsibility as a superpower 
and continued to persist in its biased attitude towards Israel. Nee- 
dless to say that this American attitude and total subjugation to 
Zionist pressures have created a dangerous situation in the Middle 
East which in turn foiled all chances for ending the Arab- Israeli 
conflict and the establishment of security and peace. 

Also U.S. policies which are sometimes characterised by mystery 
and ambiguity and sometimes completely biased towards Israel have 
in the past prevented the U.N. Security Council Resolution 242 from 
being implemented, and that encouraged Israel to persue its exp- 
ansionist policies and to build colonies in the occupied Arab lands. 

Against all this Jordan has always been committed to the cause of 
peace and has worked relentlessly to achieve it. In his television 
interview telecast Saturday night King Hussein reiterated Jordan's 
attitude and stressed that this country has always been a staunch 
supporter of right and justice. Jordan's call for the convening of an 
international conference is a sincere attempt to break the deadlock in 
the situation and to find a formula designed to establish a lasting 
peace. 


Sawt Al Shaab : U.S., Israel foil 242 
implementation 


THE 1967 U.N. Security Council Resolution was designed to est- 
ablish peace by exchanging land occupied by the Israeli forces with 
comprehensive peace in the Middle East region. That resolution was 
not sufficient as it overlooked the rights of the Palestinian people in 
their homeland, and yet it was not implemented. This was because of 
a retreat in U.S. policies, and Washington's gradual tendency to 
support Israel's stands. This tendency which was later transformed 
into full backing and coupled with material, financial and military 
help finally resulted in the recently concluded strategic alliance bet- 
ween the U.S. and Israel. Perhaps this alliance was the reason behind 
the loss of hope with U.S. policies and Washingtons ability to handle 
the role of peace mediator. This loss of hope prompted Jordan to call 
for the convening of an international conference to find a just sol- 
ution for the whole Middle East issue and grant the Palestinians their 
rights in their homelands. 

King Hussein, in his television interview Saturday nighL made this 
point clear and stressed that Jordan was committed to the cause of 
peace and has always worked for its achievement. He pointed out 
that force does not make peace, and only through finding a solution 
to the basic roots of the Arab-Isracli conflict can peace be achieved. 


Why a Libyan-Moroccan union now?

MOROCCO AND Libya have 
signed an accord proposing a 
union between the two North 
Arab states.

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Nations in near-unanimity on population

MEXICO CITY — A large maj- 
ority of governments have agreed 
on ways to stem the rapid increase 
in the world's population, exp- 
ected to total 6. 1 billion by the end 
of the century. 

Experts say it will be expensive 
— an estimated S4 billion for con- 
trol programmes in the coming 
year. 

But many believe the Earth 
cannot support so many people 
and that the costly effort to curb 
population growth must be made 
if widespread hunger, env- 
ironmental distress and economic 
chaos are to be averted. 

Delegates to a I4£-nation con- 
ference here, sponsored by the 
United Nations, approved rec- 
ommendations to governments on 
how to tackle what many of them 
termed a population crisis. 

The conference’s Final doc- 
ument recommends that more 
money should be spent to develop 
new methods of birth control and 
improve the safety and efficiency 
of existing techniques. 

It also recommends promoting 
breast-feeding, improving the sta- 
tus of women, helping refugees 
and taking part in a world pop- 
ulation and housing census in 
1990. 

Despite its stated view that 
population growth is neither good 
nor bad but “a neutral phe- 
nomenon" and that the free ent- 
erprise system can take care of any 
number of people, the United Sta- 
tes went along with the conference 
consensus. 

American delegate Ben Wat- 
tenberg said: “We arc 100 per 
cent, foursquare behind family 
planning." The U.S. would con- 
tinue to contribute funds for nat- 
ional programmes. 


The Vatican alone declined to 
join the consensus, for doctrinal 
r reason*" 

James Buckley, the chief U.S. 
delegate, said that the result was 
"tremendously satisfying." 

U.N. aides said that, although 
the nine-day session was often 
turbulent, it was one of the more 
productive conferences organised 
within the U.N. system. 

There was pleasure and relief 
• that after all the wrangling, the 
United States, the biggest con- 
tributor of financial aid for pop- 
ulation growth control, remains 
committed to the global effort that 
• was renewed and reinforced by 
the Mexico City meeting. 

Weeks before the conference, 
the United States indicated that it 
would take a hard line against 
abortion — widely sanctioned in 
family planning — in favour of 
free enterprise as the best answer 
to “Third World" development 
problems. 

ft also hinted it would oppose 
the injection of such political iss- 
ues as disarmament in the con- 
ference. 

This took the Americans out of 
the mainstream, but the prospect 
of dispute stirred unusual media 
interest in what might otherwise 
have been regarded as just ano- 
ther technical meeting, however 
important the subject. 

The Mexican government pla- 
nned arrangements for 250 rep- 
oners at most. More than 800 tur- 
ned up. from 40 countries. 

Werner Fornos. who heads the 
Population Institute, an imponant 
Washington lobby, said: “The 
Reagan administration did the 
conference and the U.N. a favour. 
Population became front-page 
and prime time news.” 

Robert McNamara, former pre- 
sident of the World Bank, was 
among those who derided the 


Reagan view that if “Third 
World"’ states, adopted free ent- 
erprise, the economic benefits 
would be swift and large and pop- 
ulation growth would drop, bec- 
a use more affluent families tend to 
have fewer children. 

Despite widespread criticism, 
the Americans stuck tatheir guns 
and were rewarded by the inc- 
lusion of a recommendation in the 
final document encouraging “var- 
ious sources of investment and, 
wherever appropriate, ent- 
repreneurial initiatives.” . 

The Soviet Union dissociated 
itself from the recommendation, 
which, it said, “implies und- 
erestimation of the role that the 
state sector is playing in socio- 
economic development.” 
Moscow, which has raised the 
disarmament question at every 
UN. conference, asserted that if 
arms budgets were diverted to 
development, population pro- 
blems would wane, but the United 
States objected to what it called 
this “politicisation.” 

They compromised with a par- 
agraph that was not a rec- 
ommendation but said in part that 
“creating the conditions for real 
peace and security would permit 
an allocation of resources to social 
and economic rather than to mil- 
itary programmes which would 
gready help to attain the goals and 
objectives of the World Pop- 
ulation Plan of Action.” 

Israel's policy of settiing the 
Arab West Bank and Gaza Strip, 
although not referred to direedy, 
was the hardest-fought issue. Mr. 
Buckley demanded deletion of an 
Arab-sponsored recommendation 
declaring illegal “the est- 
ablishment of settlements in ter- 
ritories occupied by force." 

tn a vote, only the United States 
and Israel opposed the rec- 
ommendation. 



Beirut fighters suffer 
‘agonies’ of tranquility

AMMAN — After a decade of 
factional fighting, merciless she- 
lling and everyone in 

Beirut — though sceptical — 
seems happy about the gov- 
ernment’s recently launched sec- 
urity plan and the clearing up of 
barricades along the notorious 
Green Line, except the fighters 
themselves. 

Mflttiaineo in their camouflage 
fatigue uniforms, clutching sub- 
machine guns are seen eve- 
rywhere in tbe streets of the Leb- 
anese capital but with an air of 
boredom. 

“They feel useless when there is 
no fighting,” a West Beirut res- 
ident said. “Fighting was their 
fun-time occupation — their job, 
and now, they feel as if they were 
unemployed... and they do not 
like it.” • 

Asked why militiamen are obs- 
tructing the removal of some bar- 
ricades even though there is a gen- 
eral political agreement for the 
eventual removal of all barricades. 
MaJek, a Shfite Amal fighter said 
militiamen on the ground see the 
removal of tbe barricades as a hig- 
hly emotive issue. 

“Can you imagine the feelings 
of a fighter who has perhaps seen 
his friend killed at aparticular bar- 
ricade when it is removed as the 
result of a political decision?” he 
-asked. 

“Do you think it will work this 
time?” is a question persistently 
asked by everyone in tbe capital: 
shopkeepers, taxi drivers, street 
vendois and friends. 

Rumours circulating in the cou- 
ntry have it that the current “cea- 
sefire” will soon end and that fig- 
hting will dart all over again. 

“ Rumour is a way of life in Bei- 
rut, dong with the pessimism that 
feeds it,” a taxi driver said. “And 
from the looks of it, firings do not 
seem to be very promising." 

As a rumour factory, Beirut 
takes some beating. 

Even local newspapers- have 
specified comers dealing with 
rumours and gossip. “A nei- 
ghbouring Arab country will wit- 
ness a cabinet reshuffle soon,” 
read one Arabic newspaper cor- 
ner. It is hardly surprising that 
even visitors pick up on bad bad 
vibes. 

“Bad rumours are und- 
erstandable in Beirut,” a Western 
diplomat said. “After all, what do 
you expect from a government 
that has militia chiefs as min- 
isters?" be asked. 

Once labelled the “ Paris of tbe 
Middle East" for its cosmopolitan 
flair and thriving night life, Beirut 
after dark takes on a sinister feeL 
Sporadic sniper fire and exp- 
losions echo occasionally off the 
high-rise apartment buildings, 
making it impossible to tell where 
tbe fighting is. 

Artillery fire has damaged the 
generating plants and main power 
lines in Beirut, so # electricity sup- 
ply is Intermittent! Power failures 
frequently occur, plunging the city 
into total darkness. ' . • 

Army troops constantly patrol 
East Beirut, stronghold of the 


Christian minority, and parts of 
West Beirut, which is mostly Mus- 
lim. Rival Muslim and Christian 
militiamen hold sway in many 
areas — especially elong the 
Green Line, the old Damascus 
highway dividing the capital's eas- 
tern and western halves. 

- During the day, merchants of 
H amra street, Beirut's once fas- 
hionable shopping district, stand 
hopefully in their doorways, but 
there seems to be more window 
shopping than commerce. 

When the power suddenly dies, 
dozens of gas-powered generators 
lining the sidewalks crank up, 
drowning out the cry of street 
vendors hawking everything from 
candles, flashlights and kerosine 
lamps to fresh fruits, nuts and veg- 
etables. 

As the business day begins win- 
ding down around 2 p.m., workers 
hop into their cars for the dar- 
edevil sport of driving home. 


There are few functioning sto- 
plights and virtually no traffic 
signs, so motorists roar fuH- 
throtde through town, apparently 
convinced their blaring horns will 
prevent the slightest mishap as 
they speed through intersections. 

Most of them succeed. Leb- 
anese drivers have, a Jcnack for 
stopping on a r Hnife. ’£ven on a 
ram- slackened street, and close 
calls rarely provoke more than an 
obsene gesture or a few cross 
words. Word has it that major dis- 
agreements are usually settled 
with a gun. 

Beirut, the orient’s crossroad 
for east and west, is a kaleidoscope 
and panorama of sights, sounds 
and smells. 


Pedestrians in sober Muslim 
dress walk arm-in-arm with fri- 
ends and relatives wearing col- 
ourful Western fashions. Neat 
shops are just steps away from bui- 
ldings riddled by bullets and sma- 
shed by bombs. Rock music com- 
petes with the Muslim call for pra- 
yer. The smell of cheeseburgers 
and French fries mingles with the 
aroma of bummos dip and fresh 
pita bread. 

Waiters snap to attention in 
half-empty restaurants that still 
strive to serve elegant meals. The- 
atres still lure moviegoers with 
sleazy films emphasising blood 
and gore. A drive along the cot- 
niche, the coastal highway,' can 
still seem relaxing on a clear day. 

Bat the tanks, the sandbagged 
checkpoints and intersections, the 
-soldiers and militiamen with mac- 
hine guns slung over their sho- 
ulders and the ramshakle Sabra 
and Shatflla camps where hun- 
dreds of Palestinian refugees were 
massacred are a grim reminder of 
Lebanon’s terrifying past - — 
its uncertain future. 

Visitors of Beirut: before tbe 
war say the city was a paradise and 
they used to talk about magic in 
the streets. Now the streets of Bei- 
rut are crowded and the cries of 
.street vendors mingle with the 
deafening noise of vehicles. — but 
somehow, you can immediately 
notice', the magic is missing. 


Border raids diminish prospects for U.N. Afghan meeting

LONDON — Afghan bombing 
raids across the Pakistan border 
last week have raised fresh doubts 
over U.N.-sponsored talks on the 
tangled problem of Afghanistan’s 
political future. 

The talks, latest in a two-year 
series that has so far shown no real 
progress, are set for Geneva this 
week. Even under normal con- 
ditions. do serious results were 
expected. 

Whatever slim hopes existed 
have lessened since two air raids 
within 24 hours in which Afg- 
hanistan was accused of strafing 
villages on the Pakistan side of the 
border. 

Pakistan said 15 people were 
killed and that the alleged spread 


of Afghan warfare into Pakistan 
could poison the atmosphere for 
the indirect tripartite neg- 
otiations. due to open on August 
24. 

Western officials say that, if 
sanctioned by the Soviet Union, 
the raids suggest Moscow has no 
plans so far to wind down its 
4-! /2-year military presence in 
Afghanistan. 

"There is no sign of movement 
on the Soviet side, although they 
seem to want to keep the talks 
going." says a NATO diplomat 
who follows Afghan dev- 
elopments closely. 

Of all the players in the Afghan 
drama, only Pakistan and the gov- 
ernment of President Babrak 
Karmal in Kabul take part in the 
U.N. talks. Pakistan, the U.N. and 
the West assume the Afghans 


speak also for Moscow. 

The Soviet Union still has bet- 
ween 1 10,000 and 1 15,000 troops 
in Afghanistan, possibly more, 
according to western estimates, 
fighting' an increasingly bloody 
war against a ragtag but effective 
force of Western-supported gue- 
rrillas. 

U.N. negotiator Diego Cor- 
dovez plans a new twist in the 
Geneva talks in hopes of speeding 
up discussions. 

Because Pakistan refuses to 
recognise the Karmal gov- 
ernment, he has to meet its foreign 
minister. Sahabzada Yaqub Khan, 
and Afghan Foreign Minister 
Shah Mohammad Dost sep- 
arately. 

In the last talks in June 1983 
this meant lengthy meetings with 
intervals in between. This time.

Many of them are now planning 
to turn themselves into companies 
next spring (most brokers have 
financial years ending in April or 
May) and even those which want 
to stay independent will probably 
have to abandon the partnership 
structure because of the need to 
attract capital from outside. 

The banks and financial groups 
buying the broking businesses 
seem to be adopting two app- 
roaches to the problem of creating 
adequate incentives. 

Barclays and Security Pacific 
plan to leave minority holdings 
aggregating between 10 and 20 
per cent in the hands of the key 
executives, to give an element of 
participation and scope for exe- 
cutive share schemes. 

But most of the other buyers 
will take full 100 per cent own- 
ership when the stock rules are 
relaxed. (At present they are lim- 
. ited to a stake of less than 30 per 
cent but complicated option con- 
tracts have been arranged to get 
round this temporary problem). 
The new style firms will have to 
devise other systems of rem- 
uneration. presumably including 
some kind of profit-sharing. 

The central question is whether 
the new owners can bring enough 
benefits to the securities business 
— in terms of capital, a client list, 
technological expertise and int- 
ernational connections — to offset 
the inevitable personal tensions. 

The answer will probably turn 
out to be sometimes yes and som- 
etimes no. In any event it will not 
become clear for several years to 
come. But in the meantime, most 
of the big London broking firms 
are deciding that it is time to do a 
deal — which is, after all, what 
stock broking is all about — Fin- 
ancial Times news feature.

May I see your face? 

AT THE airport a woman wearing black, the face 
covered by a black veil, bands her passport to the 
officer m charge.

Portuguese confusion 
over introduction 
of abortion law 


5th Moscow Book Fair 
‘ for peace and progress’

LISBON — A controversial law 
allowing abortion in Roman Cat- 
holic Portugal took effect this 
week but doctors said neither they' 
nor their hospitals are equipped to 
carry out the operation. 

The law. approved by par- 
liament last February after 
months of debate, allows abo- 
rtions only in such cases of danger 
to a mother's life, pregnancy fol- 
lowing rape and foetus mal- 
formation. 

But the country’s conservative 
Medical Association, which opp- 
osed the law. said hospitals were, 
“not in the least prepared or equ- 
ipped with the necessary means 
for a strict technical estimation of 
what is required or expected leg- 
ally for voluntary termination of 
pregnancy." 

And a doctor from the northern 
city of Oporto said. "If our hos- 
pital was asked to perform an 
abortion I don’t know whether it 
would be able to either from a staff 
or clinical point of view." 

The law stipulates that the ope- 
ration must be performed in the 
first 12 weeks of pregnancy and 
with a written request from the 
mother. It also allows hospital 
staff to opt out of the operation on 
grounds of conscience, which the 
Medical Association has enc- 
ouraged them to do. 

Many Catholic doctors, ana- 
esthetists and nurses are loath to 
take part in the operations and 
administrators, who say the law is 
vague about which State Dep- 
artment will pay for the ope- 
rations. will not put aside room in 
already overcrowded hospitals. 

According to one survey pub- 
lished in the leading daily Diario 
de Noticias 90 per cent of doctors 
in one Lisbon maternity hospital 
and 80 per cent in another said 


they would object on grounds of 
conscience. 

The strongest reaction came 
from the regional government of 
the Azores Islands led by Pre- 
sident Joao Mota Amaral, a mem- 
ber of the strict Catholic Opus 
Dei Lay sect, which said it would 
not "spend a single penny” on 
equipment for abortions. 

An official statement said that 
“the priority in the use of available 
resources is for improving mat- 
ernity clinics and other services for 
future mothers, the new born and 
children who guarantee the future 
of the Azores." \ 

The Azores Assembly asked 
that the islands be exempted from 
the law but Portugal* s parliament 
refused the request. 

Meanwhile women’s groups- 
and politicians who have fought 
for a change in the law say that 
thousands of women die or are 
permanently injured by back str- 
eet abortions every year in Por- 
tugal. 

Most European countries now 
allow abortions, subject to res- 
trictions. Last year Spain passed a 
law similar to Portugal's. 

Abortion laws generally allow 
termination of pregnancy if there 
is a risk to the woman but the 
length of time after conception 
during which abortion is allowed 
varies among countries. 

Britain allows 28 weeks. Hol- 
land 20. Sweden IS. Denmark. 
West Germany and Catholic cou- 
ntries such as Italy and Lux- 
embourg specify 12 weeks. 

France, with the toughest law. 
allows only 10 weeks though per- 
mits later abortions if a pregnancy 
is likely to cause a woman physical 
harm or if there is severe foetal 
deformity. 

Ireland and Belgium are the 
only European countries still res- 
isting legalisation of abortion.

Inflation in Argentina spirals out of control 


BUENOS AIRES: “Inflation is the cancer of our 
society,” says Sr. Enrique Garda Vazquez, gov- 
ernor of Argentina’s central bank and a key figure in 
formulating economic policy. 


Argentina is experiencing 
hyper-inflation that could top 700 
per cent for the year and is thr- 
eatening every single objective of 
President Raul Alfonsin's eight- 
month-old administration, inc- 
luding the consolidation of dem- 
ocracy. 

No other Latin American deb- 
tor has inflation on this scale and 
there is no sign of it being brought 
under control. 

The economy, in which inf- 
lationary expectations are end- 
emic. has been subjected to an 
explosion of leapfrogging wage 
demands, since the advent of 
democracy last December, as 
Argentines have sought to claw 
back higher living standards. 

Unlike Brazil and Mexico. Arg- 
entina has a highly unionised lab- 
■our force, mostly living in urban 
areas. Thus in political terms, 
these wage demands are more dif- 
ficult to resist than in Brazil and 
Mexico and they affect a much 
wider section of the workforce. 
They have also been encouraged 
by President Alfonsin's electoral 
promise of a real increase in ear- 
nings. 

A strong government with a 
clear-cut economic policy might 
have held back this tide. But Pre- 
sident AJfonsin acted indecisively 
and in an ad hoc way. 

In fairness, the new president 
has needed eyes in the back of his 
head to cope with all his problems. 
Seven years of brutal military rule 
- left the country traumatised by the 
defeat in the Falklands and the 
disappearance of 10,000 people in 
Argentina in alleged atrocities by 
the security services. 

He inherited a sagging economy 
with a S43 billion international 
debt burden and a powerful trade 
union movement still in the hands 
of the Peronists, the main opp- 
osition party. His own Radical 
Party was wholly inexperienced in 
power and yet he has had to reb- 
uild state institutions used to years 
of corruption and complacent 
bureaucratic management. 

The inadequacy of the bur- ^ 
eaucracy has .placed an excessiveri - 
burden of. government on the pres-iU 
si dents’s shoulders. 

President Alfonsin made two 
important miscalculations which 
lost precious time and eroded his 
margin for manoeuvre. 

He and his advisors were con- 
vinced that the world financial 
community would sympathise 
with his predicament and permit 
Argentina to depart from the ort- 
hodox prescription for dealing 
with the country's debt. Thus 
more than six months has been 
wasted in an abortive battle to res- 
ist the advice of the International 


Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Only since mid-June — and 
after the persistent urging of his 
political allies in Europe, like the 
Spanish Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez — has the government 
begun to change its tune. 

There is stQl no agreement with 
the IMF on a letter of intent and 
another round of negotiations has 
been going on in Washington this 
month. Thus a great deal of energy 
has been diverted into finding 
emergency loan arrangements 
rather than concentrating on the 
details of an agreement with the 
IMF, which in turn will unlock 
new commercial bank finance. 

The President's second mis- 
calculation concerned the unions. 

He believed that gaining 52 per 
cent of the popular vote in the ele- 
ction enabled him to tackle them 
head on. He sought to split the 
well established Peronist bosses 
from their base through new ele- 
ction procedures which, by any 
objective criteria, were sorely 
needed. 

But in March he was obliged to 
backtrack and seek the coo- 
peration of the union leadership, 
sacking his labour minister and 
shelving the legislation that would 
have effected the change. 

Since then the President has 
been struggling to patch together 
an incomes policy. But the unions, 
now beginning their own ele- 
ctions, are reluctant to sign a 
wages pact when the outlook for 
inflation is so uncertain. 

Taken together, the unresolved 
battle with the IMF and the inc- 
omplete social contract have del- 
ayed formulation of the .1984 
budget and Argentina still has no 
real economic plan. 

“We plan by the week, at best 
by the month," said one gov- 
ernment economist. Last week, 
the July inflation figures were pub- 
lished, revealing an 18.3 per cent 
average rise in retail prices over 
the month before. The gov- 
ernment has approved a series of 
basic price and tariff rises of aro- 
und 20, per cent for August — ill- 
ustrating how. inflation has bec- 
ome self-perpetuating. 

Fuel prices went up by 22 per 
cent; they have risen 410 per cent 
this year. Transport tariffs went up 
20 per cent, including taxis, which 
no longer bother to adjust the 
meters for the increases. The price 
of food has not been so seriously 
affected by inflation, but even 
here there is a two days a week 
restriction on the sale of meat to 
hold down consumption. 

The traditional hedge against 
inflation has been to buy dollars. 
Even secretaries convert their 
wages into dollars bought on the

black market. But the days of the 
overvalued peso are gone. One 
executive complained that in 1978 
his salary was worth $4,000 and 
that now it was worth $180. 

The authorities have been inc- 
reasing the rate of peso dev- 
aluation to match the rate of inf- 
lation more closely. 

President Alfonsin has pledged 
a wage rise in real terms of bet- 
ween 6 and S per cent In the abs- 
ence of an incomes policy the gov- 
ernment has been locked into a 
form of indexation. 

The system works badly bec- 
ause it involves a monthly agr- 
eement on the anticipated level of 
inflation with the wage rises set to 
exceed this. 

The unions have realised how 
hard it is for the government to 
concede retroactive increases. 
Accordingly they exaggerate their 
monthly demands. The resulting 
arguments have led to a number of 
wildcat disputes in banks, in the 
engineering industry, and even 
among the police. 

The IMF has been pressing the 
government to reduce sharply the 
public sector deficit, cut back 
imports and raise exports, curb the 
money supply and tighten credit, 
hold back on real wage increases 
and adopr a realistic parity for the 
peso. 

But dose aides of the President 
argue that for democracy to take 
root; Argentines must be enc- 
ouraged by an expanding eco- 
nomy. They are unwilling to talk 
of sacrifice, maintaining that peo- 
ple suffered enough under the mil- 
itary’s rule and its bankrupt eco- 
nomic policies. 

Beyond this there Lies a very 
political calculation. 

President Alfonsin possesses a 
fickle electoral base — perhaps no 
more than 25 per cent of his total 
support in last December’s poll 
came from committed Radicals. 
The only way of establishing a 
more solid constituency is thought 
to be via a populist stance on social 
policy and wages, coupled with 
firm treatment of the military. 

President Alfonsin has retained 
his popularity through the force of 
his own political honesty, a con- 
tinous roadshow of campaigning 
appearances throughout the cou- 


ntry and maintaining the promise 
of being a populist president He 
homes across as a genuine “nice 
/guy", still very much the cora- 
r passionate small town lawyer he 
was before bidding for the pre- 
sidency. 

He has yet to face up to the lim- 
its to this populism which an agr- 
eement with the IMF inevitably 
entails. The IMF is not going to 
accopt-his wages policy as it 
stands. 

Some fudge, already in the air, 
will have to be arranged whereby 
the 6-8 per cent rise is limited to 
lower paid workers. Even for this 
to hold an incomes policy is nee- 
ded to lower the expectations aro- 
used by President Alfonsin's ass- 
umption of office. 

The unions might be bought off 
with the carrot of controlling their 
own pension funds arid social sec- 
urity system. This means cap- 
itulation to one of the most rea- 
ctionary forces in the country. 

As for curbing public sector 
spending, the government claims 
to have cut the deficit in the first 
six months of 1984 from 16 per 
cent of Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) to below R per cent, in line 
with IMF targets. 

This has been done by a ruthless 
purge of military expenditure, tig- 
hter control of state companies 
formerly run by the military and, 
most importantly, the absence of 
an approved budget with pro- 
vision for capital outlays. 

Public sector employees, some 
1 8 per cent of the workforce, have 
been allowed substantial wage 
rises to keep them happy. 

The present undertakings to cut 
back expenditure ignore the fact 
that the government will have to 
pump large sums of money into 
the provincial administrations 
(virtually all of which the gov- 
ernment inherited as bankrupt), 
and further large sums into 150 
banks and financial institutions 
either bankrupt or supported by 
the central bank as a result of rec- 
ession and mismanagement. 

The trade balance is one of the 
most encouraging features of the 
present situation. 

In the first half of the year exp- 
orts have gone up 1 8 per cent and 
imports fallen 11 per cent. The 


Economy Minister, Sr. Bernardo 
Grinspun, said recently that the 
trade balance for the year could*be 
$3.9 billion. 

Reserves have been built up 
somewhat from the minimal $110 
million in liquid reserves held in 
December. No figures are given 
but liquid reserves are believed to 
account for some five months' 
imports, or around 51.5 billion, 
with a similar amount in gold. 
Trade arrears have been cleared 
through to June. 

It is this strength in Argentina's 
trade performance, coupled with 
its energy self-sufficiency and its 
ability to feed itself, which enc- 
ourages the government to hold 
out as long as it can and wring 
further concessions from the fund. 

It also sustains a general sense 
of complacency that somehow the 
country will manage, ignoring the 
fact that foreign debt is increasing 
at 6 per cent a year just through 
arrears on, and borrowing of, int- 
. erest payments. 

Above all else, the president has 
to contend with a humiliated mil- 
itary establishment watching hrs 
every step. He has moved cau- 
tiously, , anxious not to provoke 
them. 

Nevertheless, he has pruned the 
military hierarchy — the number 
of active generals has been cut 
from 54 to 1 6. 

Sr. AJfonsin owed at least pan 
of his vote to the promise to inv- 
estigate the militaiy thoroughly. 
But he cannot afford to disgrace 
them too much or dig too deeply, 
without antagonising them. He is 
already believed to have come to 
an agreement whereby only the 
most senior officers in the junta 
are prosecuted. 

However, human rights org- 
anisations have submitted a list of 
896 officers, many of junior rank, 
who they claim were involved in 
proven crimes. Quite apart from 
the legal difficulty of investigating 
such a long list, the military is unl- 
ikely to tolerate quietly a who- 
lesale investigation. 

It is against this shaky bac- 
kground that President Alfonsin is 
dealing with two emotive foreign 
policy issues — the dispute with 
Britain over the Falkland Islands 
and the argument with Chile over

the Beagle Channel. 

The president is genuinely anx- 
ious to defuse both issues but can- 
mot ignore the intensity of nat- 
ionalist sentiment they both aro- 
use. 

For instance, the president has 
accepted concessions suggested by 
the Vatican to solve the Beagle 
Channel question. These con- 
cessions involve no strategic or 
economic loss yet. even so, the 
only way the president can sell the 
treaty is via a plebiscite scheduled 
for September, which is likely to 
be regarded as a referendum on 
his popularity. 

Small wonder, therefore, that 
the talks with Britain last month 
on rebuilding trade and dip- 
lomatic relations foundered on the 
old question of sovereignty. 

Critics call President Alfonsin 
“the oven bird” — a bird living in 
the Argentine pampas that builds 
an elaborate oven-shaped nest 
using its beak. The inference is 
that the president does everything 
with words. His supporters argue 
that the words of the president are 
preferable to the actions of the 
junta that preceded him. 

Democratic words versus mil- 
itary actions; The third option, of 
decisive democratic action to face 
up to the country's acute problems 
of indebtedness and inflation, 
does not appear to be a realistic 
prospect in Argentina for the 
moment. 

It will be an achievement for the 
president to muddle through to 
the end of his six-year term. — 
Financial Times news feature. 


Indonesian oil production Mis 
to lowest level in over a year 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesian oil 
output has fallen to its lowest level 
in over a year at a time when 
OPEC is gripped by fears its 
members will flood the world 
market, top oil men said Sunday. 

A delegation from the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) campaigning 
for lower output and adherence to 
OPECs price of $29 a barrel is 
due in Jakarta Monday. 

The latest industry estimates 
showed Indonesia' 5 output fell by 
around 100,000 barrels a day 
(h/d) in July to put it just mar- 
ginally over its OPEC quota of 13 
million b/d. 

July’s production was the lowest 


since April last year. 

The fall was due to poor sales 
and technical problems in pum- 
ping oil. Western oil industry exe- 
cutives said. 

The executives were unaware of 
any conscious decision by Ind- 
onesia, which relies on oil and gas 
for around 70 per cent of its for- 
eign exchange, to trim output. 

Production by some other 
OPEC members has also fallen 
and some experts say OPEC may 
now be producing below its ceiling 
of 173 million b/d. 

Around mid-year there had 
been serious fears that it was 
over-producing. 

Indonesia, the sole OPEC 


member in South East Asia, has 
half OPECs population with 160 
million people but just 7.5 per 
cent of its output and needs every 
petrodollar it can get. 

Ofl analysts say OPEC turned a 
blind eye to Indonesia's quota 
breaking in the past because of its 
unique position. 

The latest official Indonesian oil 
figures were unavailable and gov- 
ernment spokesmen declined 
comment on industry estimates. 

But government sources con- 
firmed that some Western oil 
companies working with the 
state-owned oil company Per- 
tamina had cut liftings because of 
poor sales. 


Italian bank 
closes office 
in Bahrain 


BAHRAIN (R) — Italy’s Banco 
Di Roma next week will close the 
representative office it opened 
here in early 1981. bank rep- 
resentative Mr. Giuseppe Tir- 
innanzi said Sunday. 

He said the bank, which had set 
up the office with the intention of 
upgrading it into an offshore ban- 
king unit, would now service the 
Gulf from its Rome head office. 

He described the decision to 
close the office as a “shift in emp- 
hasis” following Bank of Italy 
moves to restrict foreign inv- 
estment and in light of Banco Di 
Roma's heavier involvement in 
other regions, such as South Ame- 
rica.

BAHRAIN (R) — Interest rates on large Saudi riyal deposits were 
quoted little changed in quiet Sunday morning trading as dealers 
reported no signs of any desire to reverse short Saudi riyal positions 
in the absence of a devaluation. They said uncertainty about the path 
of the dollar exchange rate and dollar interest rates was deterring 
action. Expectations the riyal market will remain tight until after the 
early-September Eid AJ Adha holiday which marks the end of the 
month of pilgrimage in Saudi Arabia, and the possibility of another 
riyal devaluation also discouraged banks from reversing positions, 
they said. “ I don't see any fresh money coming into the system before 
the Eid," said one dealer, commenting on market speculation that 
official payments in Saudi Arabia might lead to an influx of market 
liquidity over the next two weeks. Day to day rates remained firm at 
12 11 - Vi per cent, with the spot riyal quoted at 33302/06 to the 
dollar, compared with 35306/09 Saturday. One month rates were at 

11- % % per cent, three month at 12 11-% per cent and six month at 

12- Va 1 l-% per cent, basically unchanged on Saturday.

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Soviets say Reagan has 
no right to question Yalta

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet News Agency TASS 
said President Reagan had no right to question the 
decisions of the 1945 Yalta meeting of Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill, now seen as having led to the 
East-West partition of Europe. 


Mr. Reagan, calling for free and 
democratic elections in Eastern 
Europe, told Polish- American 
leaders on Friday he did not acc- 
ept that the war-time summit con- 
ference in the Crimea of the lea- 
ders of the United States, the Sov- 
iet Union and Britain implied U.S. 
consent to a divided continent 

TASS said it was a vote- 
catching speech in which Mr. Rea- 
gan defamed the Soviet Union and 
Poland and ignored the Soviet role 
in freeing Poland from Nazi Ger- 
man rule. 

“No matter what Washington 
says concerning the political rea- 
lities of post-war Europe, no one 
is given to call into question the 
decisions of the Crimea con- 
ference. just as the final act of the 
(1975 Helsinki) conference on 
security and cooperation in Eur- 


ope. No one. The White House 
included,’' TASS said. 

TASS said that, by questioning 
the results of Yalta. Mr. Reagan 
was echoing comments from Bonn 
favouring German reunification. 

The Soviet media have attacked 
recent moves towards improving 
relations between East and West 
Germany, reminding East Berlin 
of its position within the Soviet 
Bloc. 

Commentator Igor Melnikov, 
writing in the official daily Pra- 
vda’s International Review Sun- 
day. recalled the treaty between 
Bonn and Moscow on mutual 
non-use of force and West Ger- 
many’s subsequent treaties with 
East European states. 

He said the Bonn government 
had reiterated its intention of obs- 
erving the provisions of the 1970 


Surgeon to perform more 
transplants on babies 


LONDON (AP) — Dr. Magdi 
Yacoub who operated on Hollie 
Roffey. the world’s youngest heart 
transplant pa dent, has been quo- 
ted as saying that despite tier 
death he will carry on with tra- 
nsplants on infants. 

London's Sunday Times, which 
interviewed the Egyptian-born 
surgeon, reported that he has a 
29-day-old boy patient awaiting a 
donor. 

In his first quoted remarks since 
28-day-old Hollie' s death. Dr. 
Yacoub said: “everything sug- 
gested to us that it should work". 
She died on Friday. 1 8 days. after 
the operation. 

“Now Hollie has answered 
some of the unknowns for us.” he 
wasquoted as saying in the paper’ s 
early editions, available Saturday. 

“ She has shown that a heart can 
tolerate being removed from a 
3-day-old ' donor and the tra- 
nsplant can maintain good cir- 
culation." he added. 

He said the infant, whose ope- 
ration and battle for life attracted 
world attention, never rejected 
her new heart. Nor did two major 
setbacks afterward — surgery for 
a perforated bowel and kidney 
problems — kill her, he said. 

Hollie. who never came off an 
artificial respirator after the ope- 
ration. died after developing sev- 
ere breathing problems not dir- 
ectly related to the transplant. Dr. 
Yacoub said. 

Of criticisms by some specialists 
that he should not have tried the 
operation. Dr. Yacoub said the 
decision "was not sudden.” 

Dr. Yacoub said Hollie' s par- 
ents. landscaper Anthony Roffey 
and his wife. Janet, were “fan-, 
tastic.” 

They were warned the ope- 
ration on their first child, born

with the left side of her heart mis- 
sing, was “going into the unk- 
nown." said Dr. Yacoub. 

“The parents were very keen 
and Hollie' s mother even said that 
if Hollie did not make it, she 
would at least benefit others.” Dr. 
Yacoub was quoted as saying. 

But Dr. Jane Somerville, a chi- 
ldren's heart specialist at Lon- 
don’s National Heart Hospital 
where Hollie died, was quoted as 
saying that perhaps the best advice 
to parents of babies with severe 
heart defects was “to suggest they 
have another child". 

“We have to question whether 
it is always right to try and save 
life.” she was quoted as saying in 
the Sunday Times report. 

Saying she has many adolescent 
patients who had heart surgery as 
babies. she added: "I often won- 
der whether it has been justifiable 
for them. They and their parents 
experience a great deal of suf- 
fering.”

he picked up this South hand. 
It was music to his ears when 
his partner first opened the 
bidding and then later raised 
his suit. Tommy checked on 
aces and settled. in the small 
slam. 

West led a diamond. East 
rose with the ace and Tommy 
made his first fine play when 
he jettisoned his queen under 
the ace to make sure of an 
extra entry to dummy. He 
won the diamond return in 
hand and a lesser mortal 
might have led a trump to 
the ace and a trump back to 
the king - and so have end 
ed up down one. 

Not Tommy. He cashed the 
king of spades and arc of 
clubs, ihen crossed to the ace 
of spades. When West show- 
ed out Tommy became a 
giani at the table. He 
discarded a heart on the king 
of clubs, ruffed a club, cross- 
ed back to the board with the 
jack of diamonds and ruffed 
another club. These plays 
had reduced his trumps to 
the same length as Easts. 

Tommy cashed the king of 
hearts and entered dummy 
with a heart to the acts. All 
hands were now down Lo two 
cards, and the lead was on 
Lhe table. Declarer led a 
heart and. whether East ruff- 
ed high or low, he could not 
score a trump trick, for 
Tommy would overruff and 
take the last trick with his 
remaining trump.

Rao’s Tclugu Desam Party told 
Reuters the politicians were tra- 
velling by train with about 150 
other party supporters. He said 
they included 19 from other opp- 
osition groups in the state ass- 
embly. 

Witnesses said they boarded the 
train at Hyderabad, the state cap- 
ital, canyin g placards saying “ long 
live Rama Rao” and “Removal of 
Rama Rao is murder of dem- 
ocracy." 

The spokesman said the par- 
liamentarians would meet Pre- 
sident Zail Singh in the Indian cap- 
ital Monday to back Mr. Rama 
Rao's claim that he retains maj- 
ority support in the 295-seat state 
assembly. 

Followers of Mr. Rama Rao 
were going ahead with pre- 
parations for a huge protest rally 
against his dismissal in defiance of 
a police ban on gatherings. 

Hundreds of thousands of N.T. 
Rama Rao’s supporters are exp- 
ected at the rally in the grounds of 
a college in Hyderabad, the state 
capital, officials of his Telegu 
Desam Party said.

NEW DELHI (AP) — About 

1 .000 villages were inundated and 
six people were killed late Sat- 
urday when the monsoon-swollen 
Mahanadi and Brahmani Rivers 
flooded their banks in the Cuttack 
district in south eastern India, the 
United News of India ( UNI ) rep- 
orted Sunday. 

UNI said up to 500.000 res- 
idents were displaced by the flo- 
oding. 

The surging ficodwaters was- 
hed away roads and knocked 
down power and communication 
lines in the area 1 .400 kilometres 
southeast of New Delhi. UNI said, 
quoting local authorities. 

The Orissa state government 
said the situation in the region was 
“very serious”, and asked army 
troops to help evacuate thousands 
of marooned residents. 


Marchers 
demand U.K. 
pullout from 
N. Ireland 

LONDON (R) — At least 2.000 
demonstrators marched through 
central London calling for Bri- 
tain's withdrawal from Northern 
Ireland. 

At 10 Downing Street, resident 
of Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher. they handed in a black wre- 
ath in memory of Sean Downes, a 
Republican who was killed by a 
plastic bullet when police stormed 
a Belfast rally a week ago. 

The march also marked the ann- 
iversary of the entry of British tro- 
ops into Northern Ireland 1 5 years 
ago and commemorated the 2.350 
people who have died in sectarian 
and politicial violence in the pro- 
vince since then.

UNIDO talks forced into extra day 


VIENNA (R) — The most imp- 
ortant economic conference bet- 
ween rich and poor nations this 
year ran into an extra day Sunday 
as delegates failed to reach a com- 
promise on a final document 
summarising the world economic 
situation. 

The lights of Vienna's Hofburg 
palace, once the home of Lhe Hap- 
sburg emperors, burned late Sat- 
urday night as delegates to the 
United Nations Industrial Dev- 
elopment Organisation (UNIDO) 
conference worked feverishly to 
prevent the meeting from ending 
in disarray. 

But conference sources said 
delegates could not agree on the 
small print of the su rnmary and the 


final plenary session would have 
to be delayed until Sunday. 

The conference, which has been 
going on for 1 7 days, was due to 
end Saturday. 

The developing countries wan- 
ted the text to refer to what they 
saw as the main hindrances to 
their development, high interest 
rates and protectionism, the sou- 
rces said. 

The industrialised states were 
resisting pressure for a detailed 
document, which they saw as an 
empty political gesture, and cal- 
ling for such issues to be discussed 
elsewhere. 

The main stumbling block was 
the wording of a preamble to the 
summary. 


In addition, conference com- 
mittees still had to draft key res- 
olutions on finance and other dev- 
elopment issues. 

Conference officers said they 
might have to abandon hope of a 
consensus document, in which 
case the plenary would vote on 
drafts from 77 Third World cou- 
ntries and the Communist Bloc. 

When a journalist jokingly ple- 
aded for the conference to end 
before Sunday’s televised Aus- 
trian Grand Prix, one official 
commented: 

“I fear they will have finished 
going round in their circles before 
we have finished going round in 
ours.” 


Bonn 
welcomes 
Honecker’s 
call for 
dialogue 

BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
The Bonn government Saturday 
welcomed East German President 
Erich Honecker’s call for “con- 
structive dialogue” between the 
Germany’s but criticised the 
Communist Party Chief for 
“uncalled-for polemics" in his 
charges of revanchism. 

In the first official reaction to an 
interview with Mr. Honecker rel- 
eased Friday night by the official 
East German News Agency ADN, 
Bonn Spokesman Juergen Sud- 
hoff said Mr. Honecker should 
“refrain from uncalled-for pol- 
emics.” 

The official Soviet and Polish 
media have accused the Bonn 
government of harbouring rev- 
anchists, or people with a vengeful 
desire to restore Germany's 
pre- World War II borders. In the 
interview, Mr. Honecker stopped 
short of directly accusing the Bonn 
government 

“The charge of revanchism aga- 
inst the (West German) gov- 
ernment and its (political) parties 
lacks justification and reality.”

Republicans prepare for 
show of unity in Dallas 


Singaporean premier’s 
son to stand for elections 


DALLAS (R) — Ronald Rea- 
gans Republicans streamed into 
town in a festive mood Sunday to 
celebrate party unity, renominate 
the president and get their 1984 
election campaign off to a roaring 
start. 

After preparations that pro- 
duced a tough, right-wing party 
manifesto for the Nov. 6 election 
fight, delegates to the Republican 
presidential convention warmed 
up for Monday's opening session 
at glittering galas, champagne par- 
ties and Western barbecues in this 
haven of Texas millionaires. 

"There's a warm, upbeat feeling 
here.” said Mr. Reagan Campaign 
Spokesman John Buckley. “In 
spite of our various factions, this 
party is one family.” 

Republican moderates are fur- 
ious at the ultra-conservative 
campaign platform written up for 
Mf. Reagan, but these complaints 
apart, the Republican meeting 
provided a serene contrast to the 
problems besetting the opposing 
Democratic ticket of ex-V ice Pre- 
sident Walter Mondale and Con- 
gresswoman Geraldine Ferraro. 

Ms. Ferraro, struggling to end 


controversy over her wealthy hus- 
band’s sources of income, ann- 
ounced Saturday he had agreed 
under pressure to disclose his tax 
records at a Washington news con- 
ference Monday. 

h&fc. Ferraro was also shaken by 
a report by New York magazine 
suggesting her husband had links 
to the underworld. 

“ T m outraged,” she said. “You 
go through life suffering dis- 
crimination and you just don't 
think they U stoop this low”. 

Mr. Mondale himself was stung 
by a widely publicised remark by 
Atlanta Mayor Andrew Young, 
one of his top black supporters, 
that the Mondale campaign staff 
was dominated by “smart-ass 
white boys that think they know it 
all.” 

Mr. Mondale aides called the 
remark unfair and objectionable. ! 

Republicans in Dallas followed 
these events with glee. Campaign 
aide Buckley said: “It's pretty 
clear that Walter Mondale has 
done great damage to himself in 
not exercising any leadership over 
his running mate's financial- 
disclosure problems.” 


SINGAPORE (R) — Singapore’s 
ruling party has picked Brig. Gen- 
eral Lee Hsien Loong. elder son of 
Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew, as 
a candidate in general elections 
expected later this year, party sou- 
rces said Sunday. 

' The sources in the People's Act- 
ion Party (PAP) told Reuters the 
32-year-old general was expected 
to be among the last batch of new 
PAP candidates to be named 
soon. 

They said Gen. Lee. who waS 
promoted two months ago and is 
second in command of the Sin- 
gapore Armed Forces, had gone 
through a rigorous selection pro- 
cess and was expected to contest a 
new constituency in a big housing 
estate. 

He will be the first high-ranking 
military man to enter politics in 
the 25 years his father has led Sin- 
gapore. He has no political bac- 
kground but like his father he ear- 
ned a double-first honours degree 
at Cambridge University. He 
completed a master's degree at 
Harvard in 1980. 

Gen. Lee said in a newspaper 
interview earlier this month that 
he wanted to make a suitable con- 


tribution to society. 

The party sources made clear he 
would leave- the tnflitaxy on ent- 
ering politics. The prime minister 
has kept silent about his son's fut- 
ure. . 

“Understandably, the prime 
minister is playing the cards dose 
to his chest because the move can 
be construed by critics, here and 
abroad, to suggest that he is out to 
start a dynasty," the English- 
language Sunday Monitor said 
Sunday. 

The newspaper quoted an unn- 
amed PAP leader as saying: “We 
want Brig. Gen. Lee to stand for 
election because he is one of our 
brightest scholars and leaders, not 
because he is the prime minister’s 
son ... 

“Why should the party and for 
that matter, the nation be dep- 
rived of the services of an out- 
standing person just because he is 
the prime minister's son?" 

Mr. Lee has predicted a swe- 
eping victory for his party in the 
elections for 79 seats in par- 
liament. He said the party was 
preparing for a smooth transition 
to a younger generation of leaders 
within the next decade. 


Document disproves reason for Belgrano sinking 


LONDON (R) — An opposition 
member of parliament said Sat- 
urday night British Defence Min- 
istry documents disproved a gov- 
ernment contention that the sin-^ 
king of the Argentine cruiser* 
General Belgrano during the 1 982 
Falklands conflict had been nec- 
essary. 

The claim was made by Labour 
member Tam Daiyell. 

An alleged ministry mem- 
orandum published in Sunday's 
Issue of the Observer newspaper 
advised Defence Secretary Mic- 
hael Heseltinc to withhold facts on 
the sinking from a parliamentary 
committee. 

The Belgrano was torpedoed by 
a British submarine on May 2. 


1982, with the loss of 368 lives. 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher said it had threatened the 
British task force in the Falklands 
area. 

Critics of Mrs. Thatcher have 
alleged that the sinking wrecked a 
Peruvian peace plan to avert the 
war. which ended in June 1982 
when Argentine forces on the Fal- 
kland Islands surrendered. 

The Observer said the Defence 
Ministry document showed that 
all Argentine warships and not 
just the Belgrano were declared 
legitimate targets for attack from 
May 2 and a British exclusion zone 
around the Falklands had been 
widened. 


The Observer said the doc- 
ument also showed that Britain 
failed to give Argentina warning 
that it had widened the exclusion 
zone until May 7. 

The memorandum was quoted 
as advising Mr. Heseltine, who 
became defence secretary after 
the Falklands War, not to provide 
a parliamentary committee which 
has been looking into aspects of 
the F alklan ds campaign with a frill 
List of the changes alleged to have 
been made in the rules governing 
British forces in their actions aga- 
inst the Argentines. 

“The full list of changes would 
provide mote information than 
ministers have been prepared to 


reveal so far about the Belgrano 
affair ” the document was quoted 
as saying. 

A second ministry document 
which the Observer said it had 
received said -the Belgrano rev- 
ersed course for home 11 hours 
before it was torpedoed. 

On Saturday night the Defence 
Ministry refused all comment on 
the alleged documents. 

Mr. DdyelL a persistent critic of 
Mrs. Thatcher’s version of events 
in the Falklands conflict, said of 
the publication:

Post-invasion fervour appears over in Caribbean 


SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico (AP) — 
A post-Grenada invasion wave of 
support that helped three Car- 
ibbean governments win landslide 
rc-e lections appears to have 
ebbed in recent polls in the region. 

The results seem to indicate that 
voters had not changed their 
minds about the Grenada inv- 
asion. but that other issues, such as 
the economy, have taken pre- 
cedence. 

The Oct. 25. 1983. U.S.-led 
invasion was widely supported in. 
the English-speaking Caribbean, 
and the eight governments which 
"invited” and contributed troops 
to the U.S. action enjoyed inc- 
reased popularity. 

Grenada's leftist government 
fell because of in-fighting and 
resulted in a bloody Oct. 19 tak- 
eover by radical military leaders. 

In Jamaica, the Labour Party 
called snap elections Dec. 15 and 
won all 60 parliamentary seats. 


when its leftist opposition boy- 
cotted. In Antigua, the gov- 
ernment called early elections 
April 17 and won all 16 seats on 
that island. St Kitts-Nevis’ ruling 
coalition won early elections June 
21, improving its control of par- 
liament from 5-4 to 9-2. 

In each election, the governing 
party raised the Grenada invasion 
as a matter of national pride and 
also warned against left- 
influenced opposition parties. 

But on July 19, the Barbados
